Of these, 11,377 yearlings, 3,851 were sold by 45 consignors offering 50 
or more yearlings each.

MORE HORSES FROM GERMANY 


OL. FRED L. HAMILTON, chief of the Re- 

mount Division of the Quartermaster Corps, 
has returned from a second post-war trip to 
Europe and is back at his desk in Washington. 
From him THE BLoop-HorsE learns that he has 
rounded up another hundred head of horses and 
that they will be shipped from Bremerhaven 
about August 1, to arrive at Newport News about 
August 15. Like the previous and larger ship- 
ment of this sort, they will go to the Remount De- 
pot at Front Royal, Va., and will be kept in quar- 
antine for about three months. 

In the previous shipment were included a num- 
ber of potentially valuable horses bred in Ger- 
many from parents bred in France. The inter- 
national complications incident to his attempt to 
register these with The Jockey Club in New York 
dissuaded Colonel Hamilton from attempting the 
same thing again; in the August shipment there 
will be only a few such animals, mostly horses 
which the French breeders concerned had left 
aside because of the impossibility of determining 
rights of ownership. 

Among the German Thoroughbreds in the ship- 
ment will be the stallion Aventin, by *Teddy; 
Samurai, by Oleander; and half a dozen mares 
by Oleander, one of the most noted German Thor- 
oughbreds of recent years. Colonel Hamilton’s 
plans for seeking registration probably will be 
revealed soon; he returned to the States with 
large quantities of affidavits and other evidence. 

The horses from Germany, in both shipments, 
are all accounted for by payments to their own- 
ers, under the Geneva Convention’s provisions. 
Thus far there has been no indication that the 
horses bred in Germany from parents taken by 
the Germans in France in the early years of the 
war will be registered in America. The horses 
bred in Germany from German parentage present 
a different case, and presumably their registration 
as Thoroughbreds will be accepted here. If so, 
the Army may have some highly valuable “sur- 
plus stock” for sale. 

On his latest trip Colonel Hamilton spent about 
two weeks in Italy, was very much impressed 
with the Thoroughbreds and breeding in that 
country. ‘‘Nearco was no accident,” he said.

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THE COMTE DE BRIGNAC 


HE Thoroughbred Club of America, which has 

been a leader in the current movement to gain 
recognition for the American Thoroughbred in 
the stud books of other countries, will have as 
its speaker this week the Comte de Brignac, sec- 
retary of the nearest French equivalent of The 
Jockey Club and manager of the Thoroughbred 
interests of Marcel Boussac, whose racing and 
breeding successes of recent years have been 
extraordinary. The meeting was to be held at noon 
Friday, July 26, at the Lafayette Hotel, Lex- 
ington. 

The Comte de Brignac has indicated to THE 
BLoop-HorsE his intention of making special ref- 
erence to the Jersey Act (which excludes Amer- 
ican horses from the English stud book) and to 
the question of French recognition of the Amer- 
ican Thoroughbred. Hence his remarks may be 
expected to attract international attention. Ac- 
cording to his estimate, about 50 per cent of the 
foals now being bred in France are ineligible for 
the General Stud Book of England. 

Making his first visit to America, the Comte ar- 
rived in New York early in July. During the 
early part of this week he was the guest of Ar- 
thur B. Hancock, Jr., at Claiborne Stud, Paris, 
Ky., and visited leading horse farms.

LL of the grasping isn’t at Saratoga, appar- 
ently. A visitor to the pressbox last week 
reported that some of the books at Jamaica were 
going off, because the police wanted as much for 
the two weeks of the Saratoga downstate meeting 
as they had asked for the entire four weeks of 
the Empire City-at-Jamaica meeting. This is the 
sort of thing that leads to evasion of the law, 
and the attempt of unscrupulous individuals to 
operate outside the pale of police protection. 

It is unfortunately necessary to add that there 
was some of this anyway, even at the old price 
of $2,000 for the four weeks—which is just about 
what the books paid the associations in the pre- 
pari-mutuel days—for a horseplayer with a new 
grievance appeared recently, with the plaint that 
he had been just at the point of betting on Orange 
Blossom, which won at $48 for $2, when a Pink- 
erton appeared and scared the bookmaker off, 
when there was not enough time left for the 
frustrated bettor to get in to the machines. This 
is a slightly confused sentence, but it was a pretty 
confused bettor, too. 

Betting at the Empire City meeting dropped, 
just as at Belmont Park and Aqueduct before it. 
Presumably there are some citizens who have 
just stopped betting, and a good many who went 
to Monmouth Park instead of Jamaica. But most 
of the vanished money seems to have been siphon- 
ed off into bookmakers, though in the nature of 
the case it is hard to give anything like definite 
statistics. As was first noted by the author of 
Ecclesiastes, and later by Toney Betts of the 
Mirror, “Of the making of books there is no end.” 


The Travers and the Travesty

This bystander has often disagreed with 
the statement that selling platers are the back- 
bone of racing, but they are going to be the back- 
bone of this racing. 


Another Admiral 


HE only individual at Jamaica last Saturday 

who was not scared of Jay Paley’s I Will was 
a blaze-faced chestnut colt named Grand Admiral. 
On second thought, maybe this is wrong, for 
Grand Admiral certainly ran away from him. He 
is a son of War Admiral, and maybe his best son, 
for the best of War Admiral’s get have been 
fillies. 

Grand Admiral has one blot on his record 
which he perhaps did not deserve. He was con- 
sidered the best of the Brookmeade 2-year-olds 
at Aiken last winter, and one of the best at the 
whole winter colony. He tow-roped his field in 
his first start. The first stakes engagement plan- 
ned for him was the Mayflower Stakes at Suf- 
folk Downs, and by way of getting him ready 
for this race his trainer, Preston M. Burch, put 
him in a six-furlong overnight affair at Jamaica 
on July 3. Before the field could get away Grand 
Admiral lunged through the gate, a habit which 
his sire, grandsire, great-grandsire, and great- 
great-grandsire would have understood and ap- 
proved. He neglected to bring Jockey Job Jessop 
with him, and ran off for seven furlongs. 

The stewards ordered him withdrawn, which 
may be understandable but not entirely justified. 
Had he run and lost, of course, Messrs. Cassidy, 
Dunne, and Vosburgh would have had the whole 
matter laid at their door. On the other hand, the 
gallop didn’t bother the horse, and he was just 
as fit to run afterward as before. Mr. Burch was 
disappointed, to state the matter several degrees 
cooler than it actually was, because his whole 
approach to the Mayflower had been spoiled. He 
did work the horse six furlongs at Belmont Park 
later, but a work isn’t the same as a race. 

This isn’t entirely to say Grand Admiral would 
have won the Mayflower anyway, but the way he 
won the East View suggests that at his best he 
is a hard horse to beat anywhere. Before the 
race Mrs. Sloane said she couldn’t believe Grand 
Admiral could beat I Will, but it turned out he 
could, after all. Could be, too, that Grand Ad- 
miral is the best horse she’s had since the golden 
days of Cavalcade, High Quest, Psychic Bid, and 
their companions. 


City by the Sea 


HESE lines are written just after an after- 

noon’s inspection of the new track at Atlantic 
City. It is not completed, but it is much further 
along than Monmouth Park was on opening day. 
Actually about all that is left is the considerable 
job of beautifying the plant. It looks new and 
raw, but the construction itself is complete ex- 
cept for odds and ends that you’d hardly notice. 

The stables, which won’t bother the public but 
are of great interest to horsemen, are built of 
steel and cinder blocks, and horsemen have been 
arguing about them briskly, but mostly on theory. 
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JOHN B. KELLY, of Philadelphia, is president 
of the Atlantic City race track which opened its 
24-day inaugural meeting on July 22. 


They definitely are cool, as this bystander had 
feared they would not be. The metal of the roof 
is insulated on top and bottom, and the roof is 
elevated over the stalls to assure ventilation. 
When there is any breeze at all—and there us- 
ually is one—they are quite pleasant. There is 
one school of thought—evidently purely deduc- 
tive—which believes you cannot nail things to 
cinder blocks. This is flatly wrong—things are 
already nailed to them. It has also been con- 
tended that horses will hurt themselves rubbing 
against the abrasive surface, and possibly sprain 
themselves kicking against an unyielding wall. 
Both possibilities may yet prove true, but this 
tourist asked a few grooms if either of these 
things had happened yet, and they said no. 

The plant itself is extremely well designed—by 
John Sloan—with the comfort and convenience of 
horseplayers given an unusual amount of consid- 
eration. There’s hardly any doubt it will go 
very well; you can’t miss with a track that takes 
10 per cent. There isn’t any telling what would 
happen if a track like this were built in New 
York; quite possibly it would fail because people 
wouldn’t know what it was.

As in the Arlington Handicap, preceding race 
on the program, in which Armed went under to 
Historian, the Arlington Lassie Stakes also pro- 
duced a beaten favorite, but the Maine Chance 
Farm’s favored War Fan was no 1-to-2 shot as 
the Calumet gelding had been. Again the second 
choice was the winner, and again it was a home- 
bred. Dixiana Farm’s Four Winds, making the 
second start of her career, ran like a veteran in 
the crowded field, worked her way up under an 
excellent ride by Jockey Irving Anderson and 
drew out to win by four lengths. 


The early lead alternated between War Fan, 
winner of a division of the Pollyanna Stakes, and 
Musical Lady. Entering the stretch Blue Grass 
made a bid, and failed, then Musical Lady showed 
briefly in front as War Fan slowed up, but it 
was all waste motion—when Four Winds started 
her run she slipped past the others to score an 
easy victory. The runners-up were driving. 

There was something familiar about the scene 
in the winner’s circle. Dixiana’s colors had been 
flaunted in the 1933 Lassie by the fast Mata Hari, 
which since has become the dam of Spy Song. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Sirocco, from the same stable, and a full brother to 
Four Winds, had won the Arlington Classic of 
1940. Jockey Anderson, scoring his first import- 
ant victory since leaving the Army, had won the 
1937 Lassie with Theen. To go further, Toro, 
maternal grandsire of Four Winds, sired Forever 
Yours, the 1935 Lassie winner, and Dixiana’s 
Far Star, Arlington Futurity winner of 1933, 
was a daughter of Miss Jemima, grandam of Four 
Winds. To all this background a new note—a 
golden note— had been added: the winner’s purse 
of $51,000 was by almost $16,000 the richest in 
the history of the race.

During the latter part of 1945 Woolford Farm’s 
Historian began hitting very consistently, ended 
the year with three consecutive victories, includ- 
ing a decision over the stakes-winning Cerberus 
in an overnight handicap at Hawthorne, in Octo- 
ber. When he returned to racing at Gulfstream 
Park, in January, he picked up the skein and won 
four times at 1% miles, beating such as Adroit, 
Cat Bridge, Gabe Paul, Castleman, Chief Barker, 
and Bob Mann, after finishing second in his first 
start. 

Thus hardened for the year ahead, he took on 
tougher assignments, showed his mettle by plac- 
ing third to Armed and Occupy in the first sec- 
tion of the 14%6-mile Double Event, run in track- 
record time, then battling Armed to a head in the 
second section, forcing the Calumet gelding to 
equal the record he had set a week before. After 
that, running in lesser company, he won the La- 
Salle and Lincoln Handicaps at the beginning of 
the Chicago season. 

His next meeting with Armed came in the Ar- 
lington Handicap, in which he was placed in the 
lower rank of weights, at 112 pounds to the cham- 
pion’s 130. The same 18-pound differential had 
existed in the Double Event, and again it con- 
tributed to a tight finish, but now Historian 
came out on top. And again Time ran third; His- 
torian’s 2:01 for the 1%, miles shaved one-fifth 
from Discovery’s track record, set in 1935 under 
135 pounds. 

Witch Sir, front-running winner of the Equi- 
poise Mile and the Stars and Stripes Handicap, 
tried the same audacious attack in the Arlington, 
but he was not going to steal this race. Fighting 
Step and Air Sailor moved with him, Armed and 
Historian were not far back. On the back side 
the five leaders were closely bunched, and all but 
Armed and Historian were beginning to feel the 
pace, which took them in :23%, :464, 1:11, 
1:3535. Armed was on the inside and Douglas 
Dodson had to make a decision: to move on the 
rail while he had the opportunity, or to wait and 
perhaps be shut off, or at any rate to have to 
take to the outside.

He decided to make a run on the inside and 
Armed sped past the others, took the lead. But 
Ovie Scurlock, just recovered from an illness that 
had kept him on the ground for a while, sent His- 
torian up too. He timed his move so well and 
had such knowledge of his mount’s capability 
that he was able to gain a neck lead over Armed 
a furlong from home, make it stand up against 
one of the gamest horses now running. 

Take Wing, which had been outfooted for a 
mile, came between horses in the stretch and 
under a vigorous ride by F. A. Smith, got up for 
third, 3% lengths in front of Air Sailor, which 
tired after being on the pace but held on well 
enough to earn fourth money.

As if to demonstrate that his Butler Handicap 
victory of a week before in track-record time 
wasn’t a scratch hit, George D. Widener’s Lucky 
Draw set Monmouth Park an impressive new rec- 
ord in the 1%4-mile Monmouth Handicap, feature 
of the closing program at the Jersey course. This 
time he did not have Gallorette to beat, but Sty- 
mie again was among the opposition and again 
went down in defeat. In the Butler, Lucky Draw 
received 21 pounds from Stymie and beat him by 
a length-and-a-half and a head; in the Monmouth 
he got 15 pounds and beat him by six lengths. He 
also earned the distinction of being one of the 
few horses able to pull away from Stymie in the 
stretch. 

Lucky Draw moved to an early lead, set too 
fast a pace for Pentin, which held on doggedly 
to the top of the stretch, then weakened. Stymie 
was now expected to make his run. He did dis- 
pose of the other horses, but Lucky Draw was in 
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a running mood and extended his lead with each 
stride. 

The fractions were :23%, :464%, 1:11%, 
1:36%. The old record of 2:05, set by Lovat un- 
der 114 pounds, was just a week old and was made 
at a new course, where such things are subject to 
change without notice, yet it was a smart accom- 
plishment for Lucky Draw, which is earning a 
reputation as the “comeback horse” of the year. 
Because of tendon trouble, he did not race in 
1945.

Dinner Party was foaled at Henry H. Knight’s 
Almahurst Farm, in central Kentucky. The Gran- 
ite State Handicap was his first stakes win, but 
he has been a consistent performer, none the less.

When nominations closed for the Monmouth 
Oaks, 59 3-year-old fillies had been named, and 
allowing for the normal attrition, track officials 
expected at least ten to start, but the presence of 
the Belair Stud’s Hypnotic dampened the hopes 
and ambitions of most owners and only six fillies 
appeared at the post. Besides Belair’s winner of 
the Coaching Club American Oaks, three other 
fillies had been shipped to Monmouth Park for 
the race; they were Dorothy Brown, Buddy Ken- 
ney, and Edified. 

Owner-trainer John Theall’s decision to run 
Dorothy Brown against Hypnotic was well taken, 
it transpired. Hypnotic, whether or not running 
as an entry with her illustrious stablemate, Bon- 
nie Beryl, usually is at or near the top, but in the 
Oaks she was held off the pace while Buddy Ken- 
ney took the early lead and Edified and Miss 
Prompt raced close up. Jockey Hedley Wood- 
house kept Hypnotic within reach of the front 
horses, and when they began to weaken, he sent 
his mount up with a rush at the quarter-pole, 
moved into the clear. But Eric Guerin also was 
sitting pretty with his filly and had enough in re- 
serve to catch Hypnotic in the last sixteenth and 
win by 1% lengths, going away. 

In extenuation it should be stated that Wood- 
house lost a stirrup leaving the gate and didn’t 
get his foot back into it for a sixteenth of a mile, 
yet his filly had a clear lead in the stretch and 
was passed by the winner. Hypnotic carried scale 
weight of 121 pounds; the others, being non 
stakes-winners, each received eight pounds. Hyp- 
notic was the favorite at 35 cents to $1; Dorothy 
Brown was second choice at $8.10 to $1.

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Sires of Horses 
Raced in 1946 


N the issue of June 29 THE BLOOD-HORSE pre- 

sented a unique statistical account of the sires 
of 2-year-old winners in North America in 1946. 
The figures given, more comprehensive than any 
similar list ever printed, were compiled on punch 
ecard machines by the Thorofacts Company, which 
has been set up to explore the possibilities of pro- 
viding the American Turf with adequate statis- 
tics, for use in many departments of racing and 
breeding. 

The statistics here and on the following pages 
are a second exhibit from Thorofacts. They are 
a sire list such as was never before compiled, giv- 
ing, in addition to the number of wins, seconds, 
thirds, and total money earned, the number of 
starts made by the get of each stallion. The num- 
ber of stakes wins is also shown, in parenthesis 
after the number of wins. 

It was originally planned that the list should 
include the number of starters and number of 
winners by each stallion, but a “bug” developed 
which prevented the inclusion of these figures. 
As a matter of fact, as each new process is de- 
veloped new bugs appear, and it is necessary to 
correct for these before new processes are under- 
taken. As in the case with the manufacture of, 
say, automobiles, the first sample of a new model 
is created slowly, but as difficulties are solved 
and assembly techniques become routine the 
speed of production is greatly increased. 

Hence the list given here is not as nearly up 
to date as the simpler, less comprehensive sire

years. Nor is it improbable that it includes er- 
rors which will be discovered upon re-checking 
the material, which was necessarily compiled un- 
der stress, from data previously entered upon 
approximately 100,000 punched cards. 

The statistics cover the period from January 1 
through July 11, 1946, except for a few of the 
lesser meetings on which reports were not avail- 
able and a portion of the River Downs meeting. 
Because of this time lag—much longer than will 
be necessary when processes are developed to the 
point of routine—the following list of stakes run 
since July 11 is appended, arranged according to 
sires, with the first money given in each case. 
These will suggest some of the changes which 
will have taken place by now.

46 Per Cent Gain 
In California 


The Next Question Is Kentucky 


HE summer yearling market had opened in 

California, with a 46 per cent increase in the 
average price (see below). This was in keeping 
with the times, but it was also in keeping with 
the very special conditions which prevail in Cali- 
fornia. It provided an indicator, perhaps, but 
certainly not a very dependable indicator of what 
would happen at the Keeneland and Saratoga 
sales just ahead, which were of general, rather 
than localized, importance. For the Keeneland 
sales, opening at Lexington July 29, the predic- 
tions were still going strongly in both directions 
from last year’s record average of $7,739. 

George B. (Brownie) Leach, executive secre- 
tary of the co-operative Breeders’ Sales Company, 
reported that virtually all the buyers of last year 
were coming back, that the usual proportion of 
new buyers had asked for seats at the sales arena 
on the Keeneland Race Course grounds. There 
would be 599 seats for them—not enough. (A 
rumor went round Lexington that tickets would 
be required for admittance to the sales pavilion, 
but it was in error. The standees, as usual, could 
scuffle for room.) 


Whether they paid more than last year or not, 
the buyers would be more comfortable. Air-con- 
ditioning equipment had been installed, and on 
one test, on a very hot day, without a crowd in- 
side, the temperature in the building came down 
18 degrees (an extreme neither desirable nor 
possible with the sales in session). The building 
has been screened, and the screens painted with 
DDT. The company had installed its own ampli- 
fying system, which, it was hoped would be a lit- 
tle less deafening. 


In the barn area an intercommunication sys- 
tem had been set up to expedite handling of the 
yearlings during the sales. Mimeographed sheets, 
arranged by sessions, would inform lookers the 
barn and stall in which each yearling was lo- 
cated. 

Of the 428 yearlings originally catalogued, 
only two had been withdrawn to date. Sales 
company rules permit withdrawal only on a vet- 
erinary certificate attesting to illness or injury. 

For the convenience of Eastern buyers an 
Eastern Airlines plane had been chartered to 
leave LaGuardia Field, New York, at 9 a. m. 
Sunday morning, July 28, arrived at the unfinish- 
ed Lexington airport, across the road from Keene- 
land, at 10:15 a. m. It would make a return flight 
Friday morning. Efforts to obtain planes from 
other cities had failed, but special arrangements 
had been made to get buyers out of New York’s 
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Pennsylvania Station at 6:25 p. m. Saturday, July 
27, and into Lexington by 9:30 the next morning. 


The Highest in California History 


R several years, except in 1942, when the 

sales were held despite the West Coast black- 
out of racing, it has been apparent that the high- 
est market for Thoroughbred yearlings in America 
was in California. On the basis of the extra- 
ordinary distribution in stakes and purses in that 
State, the extension of special privileges to Cali- 
fornia-breds, and the announcement of further in- 
creases ahead, there was a virtual certainty that 
in 1946 the California Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association would have the highest sales in the 
history of breeding in the Golden State. 


It fell out that way. On three evenings of last 
week the sales (restricted to yearlings only for 
the first time) were held at Santa Anita Park. 
The 107 head brought $302,850, average $2,830. 
This was 46 per cent higher than the average of 
$1,937 for 63 yearlings sold last year. It doubled, 
redoubled, and doubled twice more the $169 aver- 
age of 1942, when the California market had its 
poorest year. 

The following tabulation gives the totals for 
the yearlings disposed of at the California sales 
since they were instituted by the breeders’ asso- 
ciation:

Its con- 
signments are never large, but as the stud is 
founded on a few well selected mares its average 
prices generally rank in the upper register. Since 
the death of the late Ray Alen Van Clief, his 
son, D. G. Van Clief, has assumed active manage- 
ment of the place on behalf of his mother. The 
yearlings are under the direction of Jack Car- 
penter, who has revealed himself as a very skilled 
hand in conditioning and showing.

this year at two. Good frame and good size, 
sturdy, with high quality and finish. Strong fore- 
arm, good legs, excellent quarters.

a lot of boning up on what to do about soils and 
pastures, and as a matter of fact has been en- 
gaged as a consultant in this capacity by the 
owner of North Wales Stud. 

The improvement in the yearlings he is sell- 
ing is proof enough that he has learned well and 
practiced what he learned. (The writer is no 
agriculturalist, but he knows of no better way to 
discover whether a farm is running down or be- 
ing built up than by watching the improvement 
or decline in its crops of Thoroughbred yearlings 
from year to year.

Rockridge Farms (David N. Rust, Jr.) 


Three years ago David N. Rust, Jr., who oper- 
ates four farms in the vicinity of Leesburg, Va., 
and makes Rockridge Farms his Thoroughbred 
breeding headquarters, purchased the Saratoga 
Special winner Halberd from Walter M. Jeffords. 
The handsome son of *Blenheim II and the high- 
class Man o’ War mare Wand was retired to the 
stud in 1944, and this year Mr. Rust’s entire con- 
signment is credited to him. He and J. H. Wil- 
son’s Charley O. (which is still in good condition) 
are now the only stallions at the farm, the vet- 
eran Time Maker, sire of Time Supply, having 
died earlier this year. 

The first crop of Halberds will be inspected 
at Saratoga with much interest. Their uniform 
good looks suggest that he will get many win- 
ners and prove an unusually high ability to 
“stamp his get.” They are middle-sized, sub- 
stantial, smooth, well muscled, nicely balanced, 
good about the legs, showing the influence of their 
famous grandsire, *Blenheim II, in their fine qual- 
ity and bone, and especially in the set of the fore 
legs and way of going. These generalizations 
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can be applied more or less generally to the four 
colts and four fillies. 

The Henrina colt is racy, a bit less deep in the 
body than the average of the others, Wee Woodie’s 
son is a little heavier, and both are very well or- 
ganized for the business of racing. Beloved One’s 
colt is over at the knees, has a straight top line, 
good bone, and less flash than the others. Time 
Edna’s is chunky, with short back, round quar- 
ters, and bulging forearm muscles. Among the 
fillies the most attractive may be the first foal 
of Karelia’s Time, daughter of the good producer 
Karelia, now dead. She has a very feminine head, 
clean, fine legs well put on, and a great deal of 
quality. The *Blenheim II influence shows 
through plainly in the trim, racy, quick daugh- 
ter of Feu Bar. Soda’s filly is small and light in 
construction, alert and lively, with a good over- 
step in her walk. Furthest removed from the 
general pattern is Gallante’s daughter, which is 
registered as by Time Maker or Halberd. She is 
angular and plain and not as far along in her de- 
velopment as the others.

Souverain Wins 
The Grand Prix 


The First ''Big Week" Since the War 


Paris, July 1 

ARIS has had its first “Grande Semaine’”’ in 

six years, and this great show of sport and 
elegance was favoured with nice weather and at- 
tracted the greatest crowds ever seen on Auteuil 
and Longchamp tracks. 

Before dealing at length with the main events 
on the flat I will say a few words about the big 
races at Auteuil. The “Grande Semaine” started 
on June 23 with the Grand Steeple Chase de 
Paris (our main steeplechase), for 1,000,000 
frances, and at miles. 

It is our longest race and as competitors are 
not accustomed to run over such a distance with 
24 big obstacles of every kind, the finish often 
brings along surprises. The race is very dif- 
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ferent from that of the English Grand National, 
for at Aintree, where the distance is longer, the 
steeplechasers have mainly to jump over fences 
and the many falls are due to the unusual size 
of some of them, like Becher’s Brook. 

At Auteuil, on the contrary, where the obsta- 
cles are very big but very fluent, horses who 
jump well and stay are in at the finish, and it 
sometimes happens that there are no falls at all. 
Formerly the Grand Steeplechase de Paris was 
open to 4-year-olds, but it was thought that the 
race was too much of a straining effort for horses 
of that age, and they have now a special competi- 
tion over 2 miles, 6% furlongs. 

Five-year-olds carry 62 kilos (136.4 pounds), 
6-year-olds and up carry 64 kilos, (140.8 pounds). 
Every winner of the Grand National, or of the 
Grand Steeplechase de Paris, is penalized five 
kilos; Dandolo and Ingre are the only two horses 
who have succeeded in winning a second time. 
Ingre was an outstanding steeplechaser. Born in 
1932, he first won at five, then at seven, carrying 
74 kilos (162.8 pounds), leading from start to 
finish, and winning by four lengths. He fin- 


ished second at nine, and fifth at eleven and 
twelve. 

This year Hahnof, winner in 1944, was the 
only horse to carry the five kilos extra weight. 
The favourite was Dryas, owned by Mr. J. Dug- 
gan, who had won his two races this year, includ-

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ing the Grand Prix du Printemps, where he car- 
ried top-weight. His main challenger looked to 
be Ivyberry, who had beaten nearly all the other 
Grand Steeplechase competitors in the Prix Saint 
Saveur (June 6). In this last race the 5-year- 
old Lindor, owned by Mr. Jean Stern, finished 
very strongly for the second place. 

Dryas immediately took the lead, but unfor- 
tunately he fell at the river in front of the 
stands. Very quickly his jockey jumped back on 
the saddle and caught the others, but his effort 
proved to be too much, and five furlongs from 
the post, as the horse was beaten, the jockey did 
not persist. Lindor, who had taken the lead at 
the half-way point, won by five lengths. We give 
herewith his pedigree, that shows the St. Simon 
and Hermit lines so fashionable for  steeple- 
chasers.

Melo, W Head, won our main hurdle race, The 
Grande Course de Haies, with his crack horse 
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Vatelys, a G-year-old which beat after a hard 
fight the courageous Kerlor, four. 

The third big day at Auteuil (June 28) le Prix 
des Drags (2 miles, 6% furlongs). Formerly it 
was a most elegant meeting with all the mail 
coaches of Paris gathering around the track, but 
now there is not one mail coach left in Paris, 
Nevertheless on Drags Day the Paris “couturiers” 
still send their latest creations, worn by their 
prettiest “mannequins.” The tradition was well 
restored this year. The race was easily won by 
Dryas. This victory in one of the main steeple- 
chases in France brought to the famous sire Tour- 
billon his second success in a week after Cara- 
calla had won the Ascot Gold Cup. 

Meanwhile, the big season on the flat had fol- 
lowed its classical course. The Prix Lupin, run 
on June 2, was the last classical trial before the 
Prix du Jockey Club (French Derby). Prince 
Chevalier won by 2% lengths and proved that 
he could be considered as the best 3-year-old.

Derby to Prince Chevalier 


NE thought before the Prix du Jockey Club 
(French Derby, 1% miles), that the winner 
could be none but Prince Chevalier, as Nirgal was 
still absent. In fact he won, but he had to show 
all his merits to beat Elseneur very narrowly. 
Entering the stretch Prince Chevalier had taken 
the lead with his brilliant finishing speed when 
Elseneur (which had won the Grand Prix du 
Printemps eight days before) challenged and 
gradually got the better of him, succeeding at 
one time in putting his nose in front, finally sur- 
rendering only by a short head. 

Pactole, winner of the French 2,000 Guineas, 
and second in the Prix Lupin, was third, and 
Yong Lo was fourth. 

Yong Lo which had won three races in succes- 
sion this year, was sired by Arkina II (Comedy 
King—La Habanera) which was recently sold at 
the famous Cheri’s Auction Sales for the very 
low price of 30,000 franes. His stud career has 
been very poor up to now, but it is only right to 
say that he has not been given many opportuni- 
ties. 

The way Prince Chevalier won the Prix du 
Jockey Club revealed he is outstandingly cour- 
ageous, but may not be as good as one thought. 
Consequently he was not firmly expected to win 
the Grand Prix de Paris (1% miles, 2,000,000 
francs). The race was run on June 30 and Prince 
Chevalier was meeting his usual opponents. The 
competition was anticipated to be sharp owing 
to the fact that Fasano had won so easily the 
Prix Berteux over the same distance on the pre- 
ceding Tuesday, and was considered to have a 
fair chance. Field Day, which had just won at 
Ascot, was entered with the crack English jockey, 
Gordon Richards, in the saddle. Pirette and Nir- 


gal also started. The latter had been made the 
favourite and he deceived all his supporters very 
much, for although many contradictory rumours 
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had been circulated about his form, one thought 
he would win. He was on the lead after the last 
turn when he faded away. The future will tell 
whether Nirgal only was a good 2-year-old. 


Souverain by a Nose 


N any case Prince Chevalier did not win the 

Grand Prix de Paris! He missed it by a nose 
and only a photograph could show that Souverain, 
belonging to Mr. Schmitt, had won. If Prince 
Chevalier, who always runs with his neck bent, 
had stretched it like his rival, he would have won 
by a head. Pirette, the French Oaks winner, gal- 
lantly secured third place. 

Souverain had been placed in his last race, the 
Prix Hocquart, and had won the Prix Jean Prat. 
He was a 58-to-1 outsider. (His third dam, Orris, 
was dam of the good American producer *Erne.) 

For the first time in the history of the French 
Turf, Lindor, winner of the Grand Steeplechase 
de Paris, and Souverain, winner of the Grand 
Prix, were trained by the same trainer, Henri 
Delavaud.

Before ending the story of the 3-year-olds, we 
must underline that the first three places of the 
Grand Prix de Bruxelles went to French horses: 
Bouton Rose, Diesel, and Superlinet. 

During the month of June there are very few 
races for 4-year-olds and up. The main winners 
were Vagabond at the short distances and 
Oubanghi at around 14 miles. Oubanghi (Cha- 
teau Bouscaut-Hira), a 5-year-old owned by 
Mr. Debray, has won four races in succession, 
earning nearly 1,000,000 frances, but in his last 
race he was beaten by Mr. Boussac’s Coaraze. His 
stable companion Yaksa, who has improved a lot, 
won the Prix La Rochette, a good race over 2% 
miles. Basileus was second by three lengths, 
while that very good stayer Woodcutter had a 
bad fall and had to be killed. 

But it is in England that the main events took 
place for 4-year-olds and up. We do not need to 
give a detailed account of the many races won 
by French horses because you surely already had 
an account on them from England. But French 
owners and breeders are particularly proud of 
such outstanding victories. 


Micipsa Fails in Italy 


R. BOUSSAC’S attempt in Italy with Micipsa 
in the Grand Prix de Milan was less lucky. 
Looking a winner during two-thirds of the race, 
he faded away and finished fourth.

The First Third 
Of the Season 


Or Is It the First Half? 


LONDON, July 14 

HE general racing position is that, although 

the season is only three months old, a very im- 
portant slice of it is already past history. A\l- 
most, we regard it as if it were half-way through. 
This is because we have had the first four clas- 
sics, plus all the Ascot racing. The July and 
August racing hardly counts, with the exception 
of Goodwood (July 30 to August 2). After that, 
of course, the autumn season sets in, with the 
important meetings, such as Doncaster, in York- 
shire, and the Scottish fortnight. 

I must qualify this by stating that we are to 
have two important races at Ascot at the end of 
this week. They would normally have been held 
at Sandown Park and are the Eclipse Stakes (ten 
furlongs) for 3- and 4-year-olds, and the Na- 
tional Breeders’ Produce Stakes (five furlongs) 
for 2-year-olds. Both carry rich prizes, as our 
prizes go. I am afraid, in passing, that we may 
not see very good fields for either event. Races 
at the moment seem to be drying up to a surpris- 
ing extent. This is not due to the spell of dry 
weather we have been having; it has not been all 
that bad. It is, as far as I can make out, simply 
because we are having more meetings than there 
are horses to go round. The Stewards, in their 
anxiety to give race course executives their heads, 
after the lean war period, have overdone the 
number of fixtures. 

Half-way or only one-third of the way through 
the season, we have probably seen four-fifths of 


tired by a very long journey and very heavy go- 
ing. On the other hand he was meeting the best 
Italian 3- and 4-year-olds, and he is not our best 
older horse. 

In Belgium again, the very good Obelisque II, 
belonging to Mr. Beauvois, won the Grand Prix 
de Groenendael. He also won the Grand Prix de 
Lyon in France. 

Two-year-olds have just started to race and it 
is premature to classify them. We can only say 
a word about those which impressed us most. As 
regards colts: Clarion, a son of Djebel, belonging 
to Mr. Strassburger, won brilliantly his two races, 
mainly the last one where he beat a half-sister to 
Basileus, Flying Fortress, which had already won 
very good races. Lusigneul (Lied-Pédour), 
owned by Mr. Matossian, also won his two races. 
Tourment (Tourbillon), Sandjar (Soya), Celtic 
(Le Pacha) are other good colts. On the filly 


side the best seem to be Djebelkrim (Djebel), 
Flying Fortress (Fair Copy), and Windorah 
(Tourbillon).

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Big Game, and Owen Tudor. The last two are 
represented by runners for the first time. Lead- 
ing broodmare sires are Astérus, Buchan, D’Or- 
say, Fairway, Friar Marcus, Sansovino, and 
Papyrus. 

Sires of Winners. Fair Trial is for the moment 
lower in the scale than he was at the end of 1945, 
although his stock have won nearly as many races 
as that of Hyperion. Colombo has had a big 
lift-up by reason of having sired the Two Thous- 
and Guineas winner Happy Knight. But the 
outstanding sire, by comparison with his 1945 
record, is Signal Light. A son of Pharos and 
Ensoleillée (by Sunstar) and foaled in 1936, he 
is standing—or was standing when last heard of 
—at a stud in Tipperary at a fee of just under 
£25. All but two of his 15 winners are modest 
in class and achievement, but his stakes-winning 
total is enhanced by the successes of the Irish 
sprinter, The Bug, and of Look Ahead, winner 
of the Ascot Gold Vase. 

Sires of Winning 2-Year-Olds. Lord Derby’s 
Bobsleigh (1932) by Gainsborough out of Tobog- 
gan, by Hurry On, is the outstanding figure in 
this category. Not only is he at the top as the 
sire of winners of the most stakes money; he is 
far and away away the best sire, numerically, 
with seven winners of 11 races, all in this coun- 
try. They include, incidentally, the colt Wet 
Bob, the leading juvenile trained in Yorkshire. 
Blue Peter is high up chiefly because he is the 
sire of a smart filly called Apparition. Other- 
wise, Stardust is the next best producer to Bob- 
sleigh. Stardust (1937) by Hyperion out of Sis- 
ter Stella, by Friar Marcus, and bred at the Na- 
tional Stud, is the sire, in particular, of a smart 
grey colt called Lolimi and of a stoutly-bred filly 
called Gallery Girl. 

Broodmare Sires. Astérus is automatically at 
the top of this list by reason of the big stakes won 
by the Ascot invaders, Caracalla (Tourbillon— 
Astronomie), Marsyas (Trimdon—Astronomie), 
and the 2-year-old Apparition (Blue Peter-Invis- 
ible), already mentioned. Buchan has his place 
chiefly as the sire of Bouquet, dam of the Derby 
winner Airborne. Fairway stands well in the list 
and is in fact higher in it than he was at the end 
of last season. He and Hurry On and Tetra- 
tema are outstanding otherwise, that is to say, 
as sires of dams with the greatest number of win- 
ners.

Nearco is sire, notably, of the filly, NEOC- 
RACY, winner of two races, one at Epsom and 
the other at Ascot. 

Owen Tudor (by Hyperion) is sire of the colt 
TUDOR MINSTREL, unbeaten winner of three 
races, including the Coventry Stakes, Ascot. 

Stardust (by Hyperion) is sire of the grey colt

Maracanan Wins a Top Race 


RIO DE JANEIRO, July 13 

N some of my previous articles I have sent 

notes on that formidable race mare Fontaine, 
which I think is one of the best I have ever seen 
on a race course. Her campaign was a very bril- 
liant one and this year she competed with the 
best sprinters of both sexes, at their own distance 
(about five furlongs), and beat them in smart 
fashion. In my previous letter I said she was 
scratched from the field of the important Grande 
Premio Diana, the most important race for mares 
in Brazil, which she had won in 1945. 

Before the Diana it was announced by Fon- 
taine’s stable connections that she would be re- 
tired into the stud after the event, whatever re- 
sult it had. She was no more the same mare, 
and the Paula Machado Stable thought her too 
good a broodmare prospect to risk on the tracks. 
Despite this she started a strong favorite in 
the Diana, over 2,400 meters, with a field of 
nine top 4-year-olds and up. Fontaine was the 
early pacemaker, with Maracanan second, fol- 
lowed by Argentina, Ofigia, Prima Dona, and 
the others. In the backstretch, Argentina, win- 
ner of the 1944 renewal of the race, took the lead, 
and Prima Dona passed to second, with Mara- 
canan and Fontaine next and place, running to- 
gether. Argentina was in front until they en- 
tered the stretch, when Maracanan passed her. 
Then the favorite attacked strongly, but Mara- 
canan resisted with some ease and won in the 
slow time of 2:34, by two lengths, while Finesse, 
stablemate to Fontaine, finished third, three 
lengths back. The others came as follows: Ofigia,

Argentina, Galhardia, Vontade, Prima Dona, and 
Diana, whose rider fell. 

Maracanan thus took over the title of queen 
among the older mares in Brazilian racing. Fon- 
taine would be retired. However, the practical 
championship is yet to be settled. From the 
beaten field were missing Guaratiba, this year’s 
Oaks winner, and Coraly, the champion 4-year-old 
at Cidade Jardim, which many think is superior 
to Guaratiba. 

Fontaine was sent, two days later, into one of 
the Paula Machado breeding establishments, the 
Sao José Stud, along with another very good 
stakes-winning mare, Favinha, also a 5-year-old. 
In her campaign, Fontaine won eleven races, 
among them several stakes, including the Brazil- 
ian One Thousand, Two Thousand Guineas, Oaks, 
and Derby, and earned 824,000 cruzeiros (about 
$43,260), a sum never reached by any mare in 
this country. 

Returning to Maracanan, she is owned by R. A. 
de Almeida, and was very well ridden by P. Vaz. 
She is a daughter of Baber Shah out of Tauma, 
by Rico out of Taurida, by Sandal, bred in Argen- 
tina by Jorge de Atucha. 

We said above that Coraly is considered the 
best 4-year-old mare at Cidade Jardim. Well, on 
the same day, at this track, she was presented in 
the Clasico Jockey Club do Parana, over 2,200 
meters, which she won easily, by several lengths, 
in 2:225/10, a good time. The field was not of 
much account, but she won as she pleased, giving 
weight to all of them. Coraly is a daughter of 
Caaimbé out of Gallantry, by Silvern out of 
Ancona, by Cicero. She is owned by Predileto 
Stable. It is a pity she was not made eligible 
for the great Gavea mares’ events. 

Two good handicaps were also presented on 
Brazilian tracks Sunday, July 7. At Gavea, a 
Grade A Handicap was won by the good horse 
Dante, owned by J. Buarque de Macedo, under 
110 pounds, beating Domino (118.8), Taquemao 
(110), Mochuelo (112.2), and the English-bred 
Romney (116.6), which was making his return 
from a long rest. Dante won in an easy fashion. 
Romney finished lame and was retired into the 
Santa Anita Stud of his owners, Messrs. Rocha 
Faria. 

At Cidade Jardim, two good English horses, re- 
cently imported, clashed. The favorite was Es-

Argentine Queen 


” Argentina a mare which is the true leader 
of her sex continues in action. She is Half 
Crown, which took leadership from Plateria— 
which was since retired, like Fontaine—in a 
“classico” previously reported. She returned to 
action on July 7, at Palermo, for the Clasico 
Ignacio Correas, over 2,500 meters, and won eas- 
ily from Michunga and Estirpe, in 2:36%. Half 
Crown is a daughter of Hunter’s Moon, now 
standing in Brazil, and has won four stakes in a 
row, the “clasicos’” Gilberto Lerena, Arturo Bull- 
rich, Juarez Celman, and Ignacio Correas. Mich- 
unga, considered the second-best older mare in 
Argentina, has met Half Crown seven times up 
to now, was beaten all seven. 

On July 6, at San Isidro, was presented one 
of the several important sprinting stakes of the 
Argentine calendar. It is the Clasico Rio Salado, 
over 1,000 meters (about five furlongs). Since 
Ensueno demonstrated that he was not only a for- 
midable sprinter, but also a great racer over 
longer distances, the sprints are attracting other 
horses, especially Rey del Bosque, a son of Water- 
bird out of Hija Rica, by Hijo Mio—Orangine, by 
Fisherman. Rey del Bosque was a starter in the 
Rio Salado, and the only other horse presented 
was the 1945 Gran Premio Jockey Club winner, 
Estuardo, whose previous outing this year had 
resulted in an accident. Estuardo is a son of 
British Empire, like the champion Ensueno. The 
two horses ran head-to-head all the way, Rey del 
Bosque winning by a neck in :58%. He is owned 
by Ancali Stable, and his jockey was S. L. di 
Tomaso. 

The result showed that Rey del Bosque is the 
top sprinter in Argentina, now that Ensueno is 
running over longer distances. On the other hand, 
it demonstrated Estuardo is returning rapidly to 
his best form and will be a strong contender to 
add to the list of Ensueno, Cantaro, Churrinche, 
Quibu, Royal Tip, and Camembert, for the great 
races of Argentine Turf. He is not a typical 
sprinter, as his 1945 campaign indicates that he is 
a horse with some staying ability, for he won the 
Gran Premio Jockey Club, over 2,000 meters, as 
a juvenile.

URRENTLY the most popular formula for 

breeding success in California is to take a 
mare out to Perris and wangle a mating with 
Louis B. Mayer’s *Beau Pere, the most prepotent 
stallion to stand west of the Mississippi in this 
or any other time.

A stablemate, Eiffel Tower, 
a half-brother to Johnstown and Jacola, took 
show money, and Rex Ellsworth’s Pere Time ran 
a powerful race to be second. 


Taken all in all, Pere Time’s performance was 
the most noteworthy of the day. He had a very 
rough and crowded trip and might conceivably 
have pushed Honeymoon with better racing luck. 
Pere Time is out of that fine stakes mare of an- 
other day, Heather Time, and is full brother to 
the juvenile filly U Time, which last week ran 
off and hid from her field in the Lassie Stakes in 
the remarkable time of 1:10% for the six fur- 
longs. Lightly campaigned, Pere Time had won 
only one of his previous ten starts, a maiden af- 
fair last year at this same track.

The 
California Horse Racing Board still gets a shot 
at him. 


Del Mar Boosts Its Purses 


ONDITION books for the coming Del Mar 

meeting will have been distributed by the time 
this reaches print. Del Mar will race 35 days 
from August 6 to September 14, and is offering 
the most generous purse distribution in the his- 
tory of the small and sporty seaside course. Ten 
stakes are offered ranging from $5,000 to $15,000, 
which latter is the sum added for the Del Mar 
Handicap at 1%. miles on closing day. Minimum 
purses will range from $1,500, with at least one 
$3,000 offering each day, so last year’s daily aver- 
age of $13,461.38 will be easily eclipsed. 

Del Mar has never tried to “go big.”” The direc- 
tors have always realized the limitations, physical 
and geographical, which confront them. But it 
has always been a popular vacation place and 
horsemen like to race there. There is fun and 
sport to be had. No startling improvements have 
been announced in the plant, although I suppose 
a bucket of paint has been used up here and there.

August. As a midnight-oil student of the prob- 
abilities involved in breeding and racing, he has 
reached a conclusion similar to that of the writer, 
that the most dependable broodmare prospects 
are the ones which have shown the most class, 
or at least the most speed, and following that 
line has built up his stud in numbers until he 
now can spare a few yearlings. (If he gets a 
poor producer, your scribe catches the devil for 
having misled him, but, confidentially, he figured 
it out for himself and can take the blame as well 
as the credit. Up to now he’s doing all right.) 

Several of the yearlings he had led out were 
exhibited next day in the Virginia Horseman’s 
Association’s show at Warrenton, and in the pub- 
lie judging contest which accompanied the year- 
ling classes they received a considerable number 
of votes. 

Pilate—Composure colt. Brother to the stakes 
winner Prefect. Long, round-bodied, with good 
fore legs, very straight hind legs, wide between 
the hocks. Apparently has a great deal of vital- 
ity and determination. 

Pilate—Gay Amazon colt. Light, racy, refined, 
long in proportion to height, and extra good 
mover. 

Heather Broom—Clean Out colt. Rangy, mod- 
erately light in build, fine-boned, and high in 
quality, with fairly level top line. 

Pilate—High Caste filly. Light, racy, quick, 
balanced, fine in bone and quality, with good 
stance and action, and a good head. First living 
foal of a daughter of *“Ksar and Hilena.

Audley Farm 


The consignment from Audley Farm, for many 
years one of the largest and most successful East- 
ern producers of race horses, is largely made up 
of the get of the home sire, the aging *Strolling 
Player, best known as the sire of Marriage but 
represented year after year by numerous winners. 
“Strolling Player is still at the farm, but has 
badly swollen ankles and pasterns and appears 
in a considerable amount of misery. 

Three of the colts are by *Strolling Player. The 
brother to Fiddlers Bit, out of the good producer 
Miss Hoptown, is fairly light and unfurnished, 
a good enough doer but apparently high-strung 
like most of his dam’s produce. He is racy and 
quick, with an exceptionally straight hind leg, 
and with a good, true walk.

Blue Ridge Farm (Mrs. G. L. Harrison) 


One of the Virginia farms most consistent in 
the production of good horses over a considerable 
period of years is the Blue Ridge Farm of Mrs, 
George L. Harrison (formerly Mrs. Cary T. Gray- 
son). But owing to a series of misfortunes with 
last year’s foal crop the Saratoga consignment 
this year is limited to three fillies.

Lip-Tattoo Under Consideration 


NEw York, July 15 

Just back from a visit to the Chicago and Los 
Angeles offices of the TRPB (Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Protective Bureau), Spencer Drayton said 
that the lip-tattoo which has been developed by 
the U. S. Army Remount Division at Pomona, 
Calif., might form a valuable adjunct to present 
methods of identification of Thoroughbreds. 

“Mechanically it appears entirely practical. 
We were given a demonstration by Col. F. W. 
Koester at Pomona and the application of a three- 
digit number took but six minutes. I understand 
it is now in general use in the Remount Division.” 

Edmund P. Coffey, another former FBI special 
agent now with the Drayton Bureau, has been 
studying various methods of identification and 
accompanied Drayton to the Pomona demonstra- 
tion. “On Mr. Coffey’s findings,’ Drayton said, 
“we’ve eliminated a number of methods. At this 
time I can say that the lip tattoo looks practical 
and promising but before a system is recom- 
mended we will confer with The Jockey Club, 
owners of horses, and others interested.” 

Drayton said that the application of the tattoo 
was comparatively simple and caused the horse 
little discomfort. “They seemed to object much 
more to the restraint of the ‘cradle’ than to the 
tattooing needle,” he said.

The Light Touch 
Of a Ballerina 


Solvent's Grand National Hurdle 


MELBOURNE, July 8 

OLVENT, a 6-year-old son of The Buzzard 

(which raced in England under the strange 
name of The Bastard), won the Grand National 
Hurdle of three miles and 16 hurdles at Fleming- 
ton on Saturday in a walk from Hiatus (by Par- 
enthesis) and Spawater (by Limond Lad, son of 
the New Zealand stud success Limond, now dead 
some years). 

A year ago Solvent started favorite for the 
Grand National Hurdle which is worth £2,750, 
but fell before the end of a mile. This year he 
was a bigger and a better gelding, and again 
starting most in request at 3 to 1, raced to the 
front six furlongs from home to make the race 
a procession from that point. 


For the third year in succession women own- 
ers figured in the National result. 

Solvent is owned by two sisters, Mrs. Jack 
Pierce and Miss L. Parish and they were so ex- 
cited after the race you would have thought Sol- 
vent had won the Melbourne Cup. Who wouldn’t 
be, anyway, owning the winner of a National? 

The track was very heavy after inches of win- 
ter rain but Solvent went through the heavy 
ground with the light touch of a ballerina. He 
carried 151 pounds, a fair weight for a hurdler 
in soft going. He is trained by Cecil Godby, who 
selected the famous Heroic (by Valais) as a 
yearling and was his first trainer. Godby is one 
of the personalities of the Australian Turf, and 
his years sit lightly on his shoulders. His son, 
K. D. Godby, rode in England about twenty years 
ago. 


Betting Boards and Magic Eye 


RAND NATIONAL day at Flemington had 

many innovations. It was the first time that 
betting boards had been allowed in the paddock 
ring and with a price on view about every runner 
in every race, it is felt that in time they must 
have a deleterious effect on tote betting. 

Boards in minor races on Saturday showed 
prices from 3 to 1 to 300 to 1 and people naturally 
do not bother to queue up at the tote when they 
can get long odds without waiting. 

The “magic eye” was used for the first time 
but it was a minor tragedy that the first time the 
judge called for a picture a mechanical defect 
made it impossible to comply with his orders. This 
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was, however, remedied readily and things went 
smoothly for the rest of the day. 

The magic eye in use at Flemington is the 
brain-child of two young Melbourne photographic 
scientists and they have done a good job. It is 
gradually being installed on all race courses in 
Melbourne. It has been welcomed by the racing 
public and pictures were available at Flemington 
on Saturday before the horses had returned to 
the mounting enclosure. 

After a slump in attendances earlier in the 
winter, there was an encouraging rally for G. N. 
Hurdle day, the crowd being the second best in 
the history of the V R C for this particular day. 
Tote betting exceeded £152,000 on six races and 
bookmakers held five times as much.
